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BUDDHIST SANGHA AND THE LAITY.

Right from the beginning the effort of the Buddha was to help his fellow 
brethren to make an end of suffering and for that his idea was to impress upon 
all the necessity of embracing the life of a recluse,—ceratha brahmacariyam 
samma dukkhassa antakiriyaya ti.) It was declared that the teachings of the 
Master were difficult to be followed by a householder and only a recluse was able 
to lead the thoroughly pure life of a brahmacari.2 Attracted by his teachings 
many householders renounced the worldly life and complaints were raised that 
Samana Gotama appeared to make the families son—less, women widows and 
the line of succession discontinued--aputtakaya patipanno samano Gotamo vedha- 
vaya patipanno samano Gotamo kulupacchedaya patipanno samano Gotamo. 3 
Tn the new teachings of the teacher there existed no form of rites or ceremonies 
suitable or natural for the householders and the religion appeared to be primarily 
meant for those who would renounce the worldly life. It is held that early Buc- 
dhism did not consider the laity as belonging to the core of monastic community 
and that within the Sangha a cult, if at all, was practised ina very limited sense 
only. These ideas have led to the wrong views found in many works on the history 
of religion that Buddhism is only to be regarded as a philosophical teaching 
for monks and rejection of every kind of cult has taken place init. The Buddh st 
idea that man reaches salvation progressively in course of many rebirths brought 
forth necessarily the view that the relation of an individual to the teachings of 
Buddhism was one of ceaseless variations. 


Early Buddhism had no provision for the laity since its mission was to 
persuade the householders to embrace the life of a recluse. The householders 
were required to eschew rites and ceremonies (silabbata) to become a follower of 
the Master. But like any other religious community the Buddhist Sangha 
required a lay-community for its very existence since the monks were to receive 
the bare necessaries of their life from this lay-community. -In ancient India the 
householders did welcome and help with food and dress every ascetic without any 
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distirction of caste and- creed and therefore the Buddhist monks had also no 
difficulty in the beginning to get their requirements from such families. In course 
of time there came to exist some householders who showed more respects to the 
Buddhists, offered them their necessaries and looked after them during their rainy 
season retreats. These householders were designated as upasakas or upasikas who 
in their turn received special attention of these monks and became privileged to 
listen to discourses held by them. As a result of this closer contact of the Sangha 
with such families certain rites and cerernonies gradually crept in which Buddhism 
wanted so much to avoid. Tapussa and Bhallika were the first of such upasakas 
who were accepted with the utterance of taking refuge in Buddha and Dhamma 
(dvevacika-formula), as the Sangha had not yet been formed. 

Among these lay devotees some became more earnest to Buddhist ideals 
and tried to fallow these as far as compatible with their life as a householder. 
Some moral duties classified under five heads, viz., saddha (sraddha-faith), sila 
(sila-mora! precepts), caga ( tyaga-charity ), suta ( sruta-learning ) and panna 
(prajna-comprehension of the truths),—were prescribed forthem. There were lay 
devotees who were interested in the problems of Buddhist philosophy and some 
were able to attain concentration of mind by their deep faith in the three ratnas. 
The goal held out before these householders was rebirth in one of the heavens. 
This idea of rebicth in one of the heavens was in existence from the pre-Buddhist 
days and we have in the Nikayas a number of instances of virtuous householders 
taking rebirth as gods. These lay devotees hoped that by fulfilling the duties 
preseribed for them they could also attain three of the four fruits, viz ; sotapatti, 
sakadagami, anagami, arhatta, obtainable by a bhikkhu. 

The attainment of the first fruit is the most important moment for obtain- 
ing salvation in future and this attainment can not be recognised externally. This 
stage is obtained when one realises that there can be no permanent self, when any 
doubt or question about the truth of the Buddha’s teachings is removed and the 
wrong heretical view that the performance of good work and religious rites cat 
lead to salvation does not exist at all. The lay-devotee can attain this fruit by 
performing the five moral duties of saddha etc. and removing five of the ten 
fetterst which bind a living being to this world. 

The second fruit is attained by reducing raga (attachment), dosa 
and moha (delusion) to the minimum. We have instances of a large number © 
lay devotees attaining this stage by complying with the condition. 

The third state is attainable by completely removing attachment, hatred 


and delusion. The usual condition for a lay devotee to attain this state is the 
removal of the five impurities of the lower category, i. ¢. the first five fetters.

lay-devotee attaining this stage does not return to this world but is reborn only 
Once in one of the heavens to attain salvation there. 


The fourth or the last fruit is obtainable only by a bhikkhu who has com- 
pletely destroyed all the ten fetters and it is understood from the Nikayas that 
the state of an arhat is not obtainable by a lay-devotee 

There is an interesting controversy between the Theravadins and the 
Uttarapathakas on the question whether a lay devotee, a householder, could be- 
come an arhat 5 The Uttarapathakas think on the basis of certain passages in 
the Nikays supported by the instances of Yasa Kulaputta and others, that house- 
holders 1. e. lay devotees can become arhats. The Theravadins contend that a 
householder can not normally expect to reach arhat-hood however virtuous and 
faithful he might be. There is a statement in the Milinda Panho® that the day a 
a lay-devotee attains arhatta (arhatva) he must either leave this mortal world or 
take the yellow robe. Buddhaghosa has tried to explain the instances of Yasa 
Kulaputta and others as forwarded by the Uttarapathakas with the observations 
that these lay devotees were indeed free from all fetters and were householders 
only externally and not spiritually. The conclusion that can perhaps be drawn 
from conflicting statements in the Nikayas, in the Kathavatthu and Milinda 
Panho is that normally a householders could not attain the arhat-hood but there 
were householders so much spiritually advanced that they deserved to attain 
arhatta but would not be recognised as such unless they had renounced the 
household life. 

Tt is in accordance with the spiritual and moral views of early Buddhism 
that spiritual developments are not combined in any way with external forms of 
life. For that reason most of the monks are considered to be worldly men 
(puthujjana), whereas, on the otherhand, it is possible that a lay-devotee has 
entered upon the stream and has mastered the first of the four stages of 
holiness. 

In the earlier days the religious practices of the monks and nuns were rest- 
ricted to meditation and the ordination ceremony and the uposatha or the con- 

“fession-assembly could be considered as the only acts of rites. Stringent 
disciplinary rules and insistence on adoptiong the hfe of a recluse practically 
stood in the way of the popularity of the Buddha’s religion during its earlier 
period of existence. It almost remained confined to recluses ane monasticism 
and hardly reached the masses. Perhaps a con UY after the demise of its Founder 
the religion started assimilating some current ideas and thoughts and stepped 
down from its high pedestal of exclusiveness and abstruse ideals to appeal to the 


more intellectual and faithful among the common folk.7 This tendency towards 
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popularity ‘just allowed a little scope for rituals of a sober character, a little of 
faith and worship, and a slight relaxation from the stringency of disciplinary 
rules’.8 The cult of worshipping the relics and the cult around the images of 
the Buddha like the circumambulation of the relics and the stupas, and the 
offering of flowers to the images of the Buddha as well as the faith in the 
importance of pilgrimage were introduced perhaps by way of conceding to the 
Jay devotees who desired for a more external form of veneration of the Buddha. 
We find Asoka making a pilgrimage to the birth place of the Buddha to gain 
merit and since the time of Asoka devout Buddhists of al! count ries have been 
undertaking pilgrimages to all important places connected with the life and 


activity of the great teacher. 
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The ten fetters (samyojana) which bind a living being to this world are: |

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The Bhairava Werskip in India and Indonesia

The worship of Shiva under the special (separate) form of Bhairava (fear) is 
of a comparatively late period.! Several statues of Bhairava have been found in 
India,2and two resovered from SumatraSand Jawa.*The images in ghora or ugra 
form, not associated with any particular story narrating Shiva’s exploits, arecalled 
Bhairava-Aghora, Raudra-Pasupati, Virabhadra, Virupaksha and Kankala. Bhairava 
sometimes described as Brahmasirashchedakamurti 5(of Shiva)implying his cutting 
is of one of the heads of Brahma, This aspect is not traced in any statue of 
Bhairava recovered so far. Those of this divinity found in northern India are 
in the form of the youthful one, known as Batuka-he is portrayed’ nude, terrific 
in appearance, with protruding fungs, rolling and round eyes, his hands holding 
a sword, a khatvanga, ashula, or akapala. We usually wears wooden sandals, 
and is generally accompanied by a dog—his vrhala. Bhairava is also depicted 
in his Kankala-murti® form, less terrific in appearance, and carrying on the 
prongs of his trident, the skeleton of Vishvakasena, the gate keeper of Visnu, 
who was killed by Shiva for refusing to admit him into the presence of his lord. 
The god in this form is usually nude, holding a kapalain one of his hands, and 


is sometimes accompanied by a frisking dear. 


Among thestatues of Bhairava recovered from nothern India,that fromKhiching7 
in Orissa, belonging to the early medieval period, shows armed deity, standing in 
qa dvibhanga pose a double-petalled Jotus. On either side he is attended by a male 
and a female attendant. The face of the deity with its starting eyes and open 
mouth showing fangs, 1s moustached and bearded. The head is adorned with 
well-arranged rows of jatas. A kettledrum and a trident alone are recognizable. 
The pacific character of this terrific aspect of the God is depicted by the sculptor 
who has decorated the body with ornaments. 

The many-armed Bhairava from northern Bengal,® now in the Ausotosh 
Museum, Calcutta University, despite the defacement of the face, has may 
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weapons of destruction held by some of his far-flunged arms. With the Shula 
in his right hand, he pierces it in the breast of the supine figure on which he- 
stands in the alidha pose. There are two miniature figures—a male and a 
female—either side. 


A four-armed figure of Batuka Bhairava, noticed by J. N. BanerJi,® | 
is a youthful god wearing a skull-garland and a_ skull girdle advancing to left, 
with his dog licking at the severed head, holding a sword, a bell and a trident. © 


; The Bhairava statues from the south, include that in cave XIX at 
Ellora,1°known as the Dashavatara. The statue carved in itis noted for its’ 
boldness and power. It is gigantic in size and is longing forwarded with threa- 
tening ferocity! The god holds up his elephant hide with the ncklace of skulls 
(mundamala) falling below his loins, a cobra is knitted round him. His open 
mouth shows his long teeth, and he tarntixes a victim with his trishula and holds 
another by the heads, with one of his left hands raising the damaru, rattling it 
with joy, while he catches the blood with which to quench his demonic thirst. 
Kali stretches her skeleton length below, with huge mouth, having a crooked. 
knife in her right hand and stretching out the other with a bowl on the right. 
In front of the skeleton is seated Parvati and Ratnasura is higher up near the 
foot of the victims. This subject is carved in several cave temples at Ellora. 





In Assam too, the figure of Shiva as Bhairava is found in different 
places.11 According to the texts, he assumed this form to cut off the fifth head 
of Brahma. The image of Bhairava from Madana Kamadeva Parvat probably 
shows this aspect of the deity by the side of a Linga with four arms, wearing a 
garland of skulls round his waist, and accompanied by his Nandi. Two rock-

The god is standing on a naked man lying on his back with closed ic yes e 

with his legs folded under his body. He is supported by a lotus cushion 40 a 
ring of eight skulls. These and the crescent moon are the sole motifs of the 
design of his loin cloth. Snakes are used as ornaments by the sculptor. A large 
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clip, shaped as a Kala head from which a bell hangs, adorns the belt. The god 
is two-armed and holds a big knife and a skull-bowl inthis hands.’ Legs, arms, 
breast and cheeks are covered with hairs. The hair of the head is arranged 
in a high Coiffure shaped like a large bulb. The image of akshobhaya’ jin it 
indicates the Buddhist character of the deity. There is a flaming aureole around 
the head and a haloed sun at the back. The proper left side of the statue is 
broken off. The figure has large eyes. 


The Bhairava statue from Simhasari in Java is in a dancing pose with — 
a base formed by five skulls. The dog is at the back and probably -the ‘deity is 
riding on him. He is completely naked with the khatgayaha in: his right lower 
hand, the kettle drum—damarz in his left upper hand, while the left lower one 
has a bow] probably containing something which the deity in his graceful mood 
might like to relish. The mouth is open with the protruding fangs The garland 
»f skulls adorns the belly and hangs down covering the thigh. The kirita or 
nukuta is also of skull. The deity is ornamented girdles and bracelets. ‘This is 
he best specimen of Bhairava as a Brahmanical deity without any trace of 
3uddhist influence. | 


| Literature and inscriptions from Java refer to the Bhairava cult 
orming part of Shaivism or Siddha cult. The Bendosari inscription mentions 
phairaya, Saura, and Buddha sects. The Yantu-Panggelavam, a source of mytho- 
ogical stories—mentions different religious orders of ascetics. Specific mention 
s made of Shaiva, Saugata-Buddhist, and Bhairava sects with the addition of two 
nore, viz, Paksha Kasturi and Pakshatyaga which were off-shoots of the Bhairava 
ect. It gives a detailed description of their sect which was widely prevalent in 
Jawa during the last days of Hindu rule. A fuller account given by Dr. R. C. 
ajumdar16 brings out the growing importance of tne Bhairava sect, and it also 
Heitates that any hard and fast distinction between the different sects’ was fast 
lisappearing. Buddhism, Shaivism and Vaisnavism were all brought into association 
vith the Bhairava cult which evidently arose out of them, and exercised supreme 
nfluence in its turn. Inthe Kunjara Karna, dated sometime between 12th & 
14 th centuries A. D. we find an identification effected between Shiva and 
Buddha. In the Paratan, King Kritanagara is described as Shiva, Buddha, and 
coording to the testimony of the Nagara Kritagana, he died in the Shiva— 
Buddhaloka. According to Coedes,17 King Kritanagara, with his ardent zea’ 
‘or Buddhism, carried this Tantric Buddhism under the form of Kalacakra to th 
neighbouring-countries. -This was developed in Bengal under the Palas, fro) 
vhere it was carried to Tibet. Nepal, and the Archipelago, ending in Jay 
where it synthesised with the devotion to Shiva-Bhairava, in the cult of Shiv

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Buddha. The faith in this deity was expected to redeem the soul from the 
process of death and re-birth. 


A study of the history of the Bhairava cult in Injia and Indonesia on 

the basis of the available literature and icons would reveal interesting phases. 
It was a late Shaivite cult, with the divinity usually depicted in his youthful form 
as the protector of the universe (bharana), with death trembling before him 
(Kalabhairava). As Amardaka, he killed bad persons, while as papabhakshaka, 
the deity swallowed the sins of his devotee. The cult was associated with Tantrism, 
According to the Brahmayamala1® Ishvara communicated the secret knowledge 
to Shrikanavira, and the latter incarnating himself ina village called Karnavira, 
near Prayaga, communicated in his turn the Tantras in one hundred and twenty- 
five thousand anushtubh shlokas to various disciples. One of the recipients was 
a Bhairava who in his turn conveyed it to other Bhairavas. As a Tanttic creed 
it was associated with Buddhism in its later phase. In Java it was traced both 
in its pure form associated with Shaivism, as is evident from the Singhasari, and 
also in the amalgamated form eliminating distinction between Shaivism and 
Buddhism. In a still later phase in India, Bhairava became a peasant personi- 
fication of the field genius and was often confined with the Bhumiya form of the 
earth god. As a village deity he came to be worshipped in Bengal and Bombay, 
and throughout the agricultural districts of northern and middle India as far ag 
the Punjab. As an attendant on Shiva with black dog Bhairava found a recog. 
nised place in Hindu temples.1° 


1, The Bhairava cult is a comparatively late phase. This is associated with 
the terrific or ugra forms, of Shiva, some of which do not seem to illustrate any 
particalar Shaiva mythology. In this category mention may be made of Bhairava 
Aghora, Virabhadra and Virupaksha whose statues have been found. The Pura- 
nas explain the Brahma Shirachedakamurti of Shiva, associated with Bhairava. 
There, however, seems to be little real connection between the varying myths and 
iconic types. The Agamic texts enumerate as many as sixty-four Bhairavas 
divided in groups of eight, each one being headed by such names as Asitanga, 
Ruru, Chanda, Krodha, Unmata-Bharava, Kapala, Bhishana, and Samahara. 
They are the consorts or guardians of the sixty-four Yoginis referred to in the 
Tantrik form of the Shakti worship. A class of Literature, called Yamala, asso- 
ciated with the development of the Tantras, is ascribed to the Bhairavas- ne 
of the Principal Yamala texts, the Brahma Yamala, preserved in Nepal th e 
manuscript of A. D. 1052 gives a list of eight Yamalas and associates these With 
the eight Bhairavas-Svacchanda, Krodha, Unmatta, Ugra, Kapalin, Jhankara, 
Shekhara, and Vijaya. While the orignal Shiva Tantras or Agamas represent the

Rudra or Sadashiva traditions, the Yamalas represent the Bhairava tradition (The 
Cultural Heritage of India, Vol. LV, p. 216). Rajashekharain his Karpuramanjari 
refers to the cult of Bhairavanatha-possibly those sidhas who were the votaries 
of this deity.

DRINKING IN ANCIENT INDIA 


Prof. Suresh Banerji 
Calcutta 


It is not correct to think that widespread practice of drinking in India is 
the result of the impact of the western civilisation. We shall see that drinking had 
been widely in vogue ever since the Vedic age From some Sanskrit works as well 
as those in Pali and Prakrit we learn that people used to drink spirituous liquor 

ot only on ceremonial occasions and religious festivals but also as a means of 
relaxation. 


The Rigveda (C. 1500 B. C.) mentions Somarasa which, used in sacrifices, 
appears to have been an exhilarating drink. This Veda refers (I. 191. 10, VII. 86. 
6, VIII. 2. 12) to drinking and the people becoming unconscious as a result. I. 
116. 7 states that people were invigorated by drinking wine and their intellect 
was clarified. The Atharva-veda ( e. g. XIV. 1. 35, 36), the Yajurveda (Taittiriya 
ii. 5, 1) and the Shatapatha Brahmana (1. 6.3) etc. also bear testimony to the 
eee of drinking in the society. 

The noted Sanskrit lexicon, Amarakosha (C. 4th. cent. A. D.), 
ie as many as twenty-nine words to denote wine. These words indicate 
the effect produced by it, the placed in which itis produced and the substance 
at which it is prepared of the several varieties of wine, one was Kapishayana 
he was manufactured in the region, called Kapishi, in Afghanistan. 


| The Ramayana states (V. 24. 44) that wine destroys grief. At another 
place, it condemns drinking as a vulgar pleasure. This epic classifies (V. 11. 22) 
wine into Krita (artificial) and akrita (natural). The Mahabharata also testifies 
to this practice even among women (Virataparvan, XVI. 34; Adi. 148. 8; Stri 207). 
Addiction to wine is condemned in the Shantiparvan (140. 26). 


The Arthashastra refers (11. 1. 24, 12. 4. 4.) to the practice of offering 


wine to those who attended a funeral. From this work we learn that drinking 
was under State-control. Usually wine was to be drunk in the premises of the 
state ale-house (2. 25. 5, 15). On festive occasions, control over the manufacture 
‘and consumption of wine was to be lifted (2. 25. 36). The Arthashastra states 
lo 25. 5, 15) that there was arrangement for the stay of foreigners in State bars

In the Kathaka-samhita (XII, 12) of the Yajurveda reveals that drinking 
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. 
came to be tabooed for Brahmanas. The Chhandogya Upanisad (V. 10.9) stati 
drinking to be a grave sin. 


The Manusmriti declares (V. 56) that there is no fault in the drinkir 
of wine as such; while this tendency of the people is natural, abstinence is sali 
tary. Manu, however, include drinking among the vices. The commentatt 
adds that what is condemned is not drinking, but addiction to it. The Man 
smriti prohibits (XI. 94) the following three kinds of wine; that prepared frot 
molasses, that made from honey and that produced from the fermentation | 
rice; the punishment for the breach of this rule was nothing short of death. | 
XI. 93 sura or wine has been prohibited for the Ksatriyas and Vaisyas too; bu 
in their case, the violation of the rule did not entail death-penalty. From son 
other texts we gather that, even in the case of Brahmana, drinking wine witho 
Knowledge was not regarded as grave a sin as drinking it with knowledge. 


The aforesaid Amarekosha mentions shundapana (bar), apana (drinky 
party), chasaka (gobblet), saraka (drinking vessel), anwtarsana (a kind of drinki 
vessel), panagosthi (assembly of people for drinking together). 


The Shukra-niti-sara (i. 116-17), while condemning excessive drinkiy 
holds that wine, if drunk with moderation, leads to genius, clarity of intellec 
patience and concentration of mind. 

The Mahabhasya of Patanjali (C. 2nd cent. B. C.) refers (iii. 2, 2 
to the practice of drinking from a vessel with a pipe. 


The Kadambari of Banabhatta (7th. cent. A. D.) mentions panabhuy 
(bar) and madhukosaka (drinking cup). The Ramayana mentions panabhur 
(bar) and asamskrita panabhumi (If. 114. 14) or untidy bar; the latter was, perhay 
meant for low-class people. | 


In the Abhijnana-shakuntala of Kalidasa there is reference (Act. V 
to the custom of drinking together with a person on the occasion of the fir 
friendship in a liquor shop. From the commentary of Vishvarupa on th 
Yajnavalkya-smriti (i. 140) we learn that a liquor shop was to be situated in tt 
middle of a village and that the shopkeeper was to put up a flagstaff before h 
shop to indicate that liquor was sold there. 


In Tantra, wine is included in the Pancha-tattva or the five means | 
the attainment of the goal. There is a wrong impression that Tantra alloy 
unlicensed drinking. As a matter of fact, drinking is limited to certain CEES 
only and to certain persons. In some Tantras, e. g. Shritattva-chintamani | 
Purnananda, there is prohibition of the offer of wine to Goddess by a Brahman 
Purnananda prohibits the drinking of wine by a Brahmana of the Vamacha 
class. 
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The wide vogue of drinking in the society is borne out by references 
to drinking and descriptions of drunkards, scattered in Sauskrit dramas and 
poetical works. 


That drinking was widespread is attested by some Pali works too. 
It was, perhaps, for this-reason that the Panchashila or five rules of conduct in- 
clude prohibition of intoxicants. The monks are asked not to drink. The Jataka 
contains references to drinking as a part of merry-making on festive occasions. 
The Dhammapada commentary of Buddhaghosa refers (III. p-p. 129 f.f.) toa 
rich man losing his wealth asa result of drinking. The Dhammapada strongly 
condemns (e. g. XVIII. 13) this practice. 


From the Prakrit Gatha-saptashati (e. g. iii. 70, vi. 44) we learn that 
even women used to drink wine. 


From the foregoing account we find the tradition of drinking on 
festive occasions, some religious rites and as a means of relaxation over since the 
Vedic age. In view of this, it does not seem to be feasible to prohibit drinking 
totally, as some people are thinking. What is practicable is to spread education 
about the evils of excessive drinking, drinking at a tender age and indiscriminate 
drinking of all kinds of liquor-good, bad and indifferent.

MEDITATION AND MENTAL HEALTH 
Dr. A. K. Sinha 
Kurukshetra (University) 


I. CONTEMPORARY WORLD-SITUATION 


The complexity of civilizatian has increased myriadfold during the last 
quarter of the twentieth century due to unprecedented population explosion, 
technological sophistication and inter-group conflicts. In the contemporary 
civilization, affluence and material abundance can be found in some regions of 
the globe. In developing countries, on the other hand, some people live in the 
midst of abject penury and suffering. While acme of intellectal excellence 
and creative originality can be found in some people, crass ignorance and primi- 
tiveness can be found in others. These glaring contradictions in the various 
socio-cultural systems of the world have manifested themselves in the form of 
mental turmoil,confusion, dehumanization and meaninglessness in many people. 


Many people all over the world are baffled by subtle forms of political 
oppression, economic insecurity, racial intolerance, intergroup rivalries, inter- 
personal conflicts and so on. Thus, despite development in contemporary 
civilizarion many people still find their social environment still quite stressful. 

Over and above this, contemporary civilization has developed certain 
strategies of high-lighting sensations through mass media. Quite often mass 
media give graphic expositions of crimes, obscenities, strifes, tensions and so on. 
Many civilized people have cultivated the habit of living in the midst of sensa- 
tions and.tensions. They experience thrill in travelling in superfast trains, 
automobiles, jet planes and so on. They have learnt to live inthe midst of air, 
water and noise pollution. 

Civilized people of today wish to usher into existence a more developed 
and sophisticated civilization. Consequently, they prefer to live in the midst of 
more tense and demandiag artificial environment. In this highly demanding 
forthcoming supercivilization the most affluent and efficient alone are likely to 
occupy prestigious positions, and the poor and mediocres are expected to struggle 
hard for survival, and pine for for what they have missed to attain. Humankind 
is, therefore, likely to usher into existence a paradoxical world-situation which 
it can neither cope with collectively nor abandon it completely. 

It is truism that technology has come to stay. Humankind would no 
longer like to return to the primitive state of nature. On the contrary, it is 
very likely to opt for more developed and sophisticated technology. Consequ- 
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ently masses all over the world are very likely to put up with its side-effects, such 
as dehumanization, anomie and meaninglessness in life. 


In brief, technological civilization has created its own paradigms, Vviz., 
everincreasing sophistication, complexity and efficiency. Thus, tension is built- 
in the technological civilization for the latter always strives to surpass itself by 
ever-incrasing excellence. The main issue which the self-surpassing technological 
civilization poses befure people is how the latter can live init without under- 
mining their physical health, mental equanimity and interpersonal harmony. A 
tentative solution to this problem can be found through synthesis between 
self-surpassing technology and some degree of mental equipoise. 


IJ. A BIT OF HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 
Ancient thinkers knew that the mind of an ordinary personis the 
scene of tensions, anxieties, and turmoils. A person feels distressed, if his mind 


remains disturbed by tormenting anxieties, and he is unable to concentrate on 
his urgent life-tasks. 


Patanjali pointed out ceturies ago that wandering, forgetful and dis- 
tracted states of consciousness are not suitable for concentrating the mind ona 
task. In his view, one-pointed and tranquil consciousness are most suitable for 


PLATS meditation. Yoga is, infact, nothing but inhibition mental structu- 
ralization at least for a short while.1 


Patanjali recommended eight-fold method for maintaining equanimity of the 
mind. Out of this eight-fold method, observance of moral principles and principles 
of health, such as non-injury, non-stealing, non-acceptance of gifts, truthfulness, 
celebacy, cleanliness, contentment, austerity, study of scriptures, appropriate 
bodily postures, breath regulation and withdrawal of sense organs from aimlessly 
pursuing their objects are the pre-requisites for concentration of mind on an 
object or an idea, meditation and meditative ecstasy.2 A person can have tran- 
quility in his consciousness by synthesizing concentration, meditation and trance 
ecstasy. 


According to Tantra Agamas, there are various strata of empirical 


consciousness which have been metaphorically described as cakras (centres of 
consciousness). Cakras stimulate various forms of organic desires, such as hunger 





thirst, sex, ambition and so on. Conscious energy which is metaphorically called — 


Kundalini (coiled energy) is capable of ascending from the lower to higher planes 
of consciousness via the six centres of consciousness. Itis claimed by Tantric 
yogis that the body of a person becomes conscious and his mind as the reservoir 
of desires gets annulled as conscious energy (Kundalini) ascends from the lower 
to the higher planes of consciousness. According to Tantra Agamas, the ascent 
and limitless expansions of conciousness can be accelerated by the method of 
Tantra Yoga within the span of an individual’s life.

Jainism recommends that a person has to practise external and internal 
austerities in order to avoid allurements by pleasure-giving objects. A person 
is able to concentrate his mind on annulment of actions (Karma) after practising 
austerties. He can practise pure meditation (Shukla Dhyana) in which all passions 
are annulled, and he experiences intuition, knowledge, bliss and energy. In this 
way he gets liberated from all desires and actions. 

Gautama practised meditation and became enlightened, and came to be 
known as ‘Buddha” (enlightened). Buddhahood is a status which any person 
can attain. 

Buddha found that actions constitute an endless series, and they cluster 
around the personality of an iudividual. A series of actions produce their effects 
and a person has to reap their consequences.. A person can have insight into 
the scheme of his existence through meditation.5 The insight which he gains 
through meditation enables him to annul his desires and actions. 

II. SCIENTIFIC DEFINITION OF MEDITATION 


Meditation is a conscious process by which all stray ideas and emotions 
are eliminated from the mind through sustained practice. The creation on 
vacuum state of the mind is, in principle, the aim of meditation. 

A person who succeeds in creation of vacuum state of his mind even for 
a short while acquires relaxed alterness of his neurophysiological system and 
mental serenity with heightened creative energy. 

Mental tensions decrease physical. agility and mental alterness ina 
person. They drain out the psychophysical energy of a person, and exhaust him 
both physically and mentally. Meditation enables him to restore back his 
neurophysiological alertness and mental equanimity. It produces relaxation in 
the body and enhances mental alterness and creativity in a person. 

Iv. EMPIRICAL RESEARCHES ON TENSIONS AND MEDITATION 

Contemporary complex civilization has produced stressful effect on 
Many persons. Johansen has defined stress as substantial imbalance between 
the task of an individual and his ability and means to complete it. ° 

Landy and Trumbo list the following stressful conditions in contempo- 
tary civilization, viz., job in security, excessive competition, hazardous working 
conditions, task demands, and long and unusual working hours.” Persons who 
|Wwork under stressful conditions usually have organic complaints, anxiety and 
\depression. Many of them experience feelings: of self-estrangement, powerless- 
jhess and meaninglessness. Harrison has found that some persons develop 
Symtoms of physical illness (e. g. coronary heart disease, peptic ulcer) and mental’ 
jabnormality (e. g., chronic depression) due to stressful situations. ® 


Almost everybody has to endure stressful situation in the contemporary period. 
Stressors are; in fact, built-in the very structure of the contemporary technolo- 
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gical civilization. Some people have the capacity for enduring stress, while: 
others crack down under stressful conditions. 

It has been found by the techniques of empirical researches that | 
meditation has healing effect on various types of organic diseases and mental © 
tensions in a person’ [t has been found that step by step practise of voga and 
meditation produces mental equilibrium in persons who report that they have 
‘feelings of great bliss’, ‘serenity’ and ‘unbounded freedom’. Physiological 
changes which are produced by mental calmness due to meditation can be 
détected by electroencephalogram and galvanic skin response. 

The state of brain activity during meditation has been called ‘relaxed 
awareness with steady responsiveness’. During meditation a personis able ta 
perceive both internal and external stimuli with great clarity and decreased 
emotional excitement. Meditation reduces the excited state of the brain, and : 
restores it back to its relaxed state. It also produces higher order Personality 
integration. 9 

Shibata et al have reported that 65 neurotic patients were cureg of 
their pathological symtoms through the technique of meditation,2° Meditation 
facilitates self-analytic process in a patient, and relieves him of the source of 
tensions and anxieties. 

kemi et al have found that practise of meditatiun facilitates relaxation 
of mental tensions, and promotes higher order personality integration.11 
Jevning and O ‘Hallor2n have found that Maharshi Mahesh Yogi's technique 
of transcendental meditation (TM) produces ‘restful alertness’ in meditators 12 

Orme-Johnson has found that ITM produces autonomic Stability anq 
mental equanimity in a person. Regular practise of TM produces ‘the State of 
least excitation in consciousness’.1° TM produces the experience of mental 
harmony and silence. It produces subjective experience of mental harmony and 
silence. Jt produces subjective experience of ‘pleasantness’, ‘floating sensation’, 
and ‘relaxation’, It promotes creativity during waking state of 4 person. 

It is reported that since 1970 about one million people haye been 
practising meditation. Laboratory studies indicate that a very large number of 
meditation practitioners have experience of physical restfulness and mental 
alertness. Wallace et al have reported marked decrease of oxygen consumption 
during the period of meditation.14 Allison has found that respiration rate of 
meditators decrease from 12 breaths'min. to 4 breaths/min. during meditation, 
and again it returns to 12 breaths/min. after meditation. 

Wallace etal have found that heart rate decreases significantly in 
persons during their periods of meditation. They have also found arterial 
lactate ion concentration to decrease significantly when persons meditate.1 6 

These results indicate that meditation produces relaxed and harmonious 
functions in the body of meditators which are accompanied by their -mental 
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nity. allace observes that meditation produces perfection in physiological 
unctions and full development of consciousness in a person.+7 


» AURAS OF CSNCIOUSNESS AND MENTAL HEALTH 


It has been recently found by some scientists that invisible auras of 
onsciousness around the body of a person can be photographed in darkness by 
| technique known as ‘Kirlian photography’. Ina mentally healthy person the 
uminous aura extends for beyond his body. This luminous field is tinged with 


| 
rilliant colours which constantly change hues, and vibrate.t5 The pulsatory 


| 


novement of luminous field of consciousness around the body ofa person is 
ovetned by its own laws which is not yet understood by modern science. 





4ven in an ordinary person consciousness either expands or contracts depending 
i the state of his consciousness.2° The varying degrees of physical and mental 
ealth of a person can be studied by photographing the aura of consciousness by 
he technique of Kirlian photography.?° The effects of consciousness can be 
etected in human organism in high frequency electrical field over photographic 
Patterns of light which emanate from the body of a person asa 
states can be photographed by this new technique.

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PASTTIMES AND RECREATIONS-POPULAR AND ROYAL 
TRIBHUWAN NATH PANDE 
Lucknow. 


There are numerous references scattered in the literature of the period 
under review which supply us information about pastimes and recreations— 
popular and royal. Some ofthe games were outdoor and some were indoor. 
Some Were popular amusements which were enjoyed by people in humbler sphere 
of life, whereas some Were of royal type which could only be afforded by kings 
and nobles as they required costly paraphernalia beyond the means of common 
people. 

In Avadana Kalpalata, there is the reference toa prince named Kavi 
Kumara who was brought up ina family of fisherman and used to play with 
other children of Kampilya. He used to pose himself as a King whereas other 
playmates obeyed his command. This play was named as ‘‘Nripakrida? ” or 
‘“‘Rajakeli’’ In Katha-Sarit-Sagar, prince Vikramashakti of Pataliputtra went 
along with his friends to the banks of the Ganga for playing. Among his play- 
mates was a brahmana boy Shridatta belonging to a prosperous family. All of 
them began to play ‘Rajakeli’. The prince was appointed as King by one section 
of his playmates whereas another section elected Shridatta as their King upon 
which a duel started in which Shridatta came out victorious. By way of revenge 
the prince resolved to kill the brahmana boy who having scented the danger 
fled away. 

Other popular game among the children was playing with dools, which 
was a facinating to the children then as it is in modern times. In Katha-Sarit- 
Sagar, the daughter of Mayadanava is described as playing with wooden dolls, 
Some of them were fitted with contrivances that made the dools fly to the sky 
and to bring garlands etc. while the others danced, sang and talked. The dolls 
of wax were called Shikshakarma whereas those made of wood were termed as 
Pustakarma.® Vaijanti and Abhidana-Chintamani give us synonyms for dolls 
made of wood, cloth, ivory or clay.+# 

Another favourite pastime among the yo 
i. e. playing with the ball. Players were sometimes sO engrossed in the play 
that they forget about their surroundings. Once prince Naravahanadatta, son 
of king Vatsa of Kausambi, along with his friend Goumukha, having become 
tired of hunting excursion, began to play ball (Gulika) which slipped from his 
hand and fell on the head of a female ascetic (Parivrajika) passing by that way. 
She said laughingly that the prince who was showing such a passion of youth 


ungfolks was Kanduka Krida, 
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while playing the game, what he would do if he got Karpura-manjari. AndW? 
hear in Katha-Sarit-Sagar that since then the prince was after the above name 
damsel.5 This game was also enjoyed by girls.& 


Smritichandrika,7 after Sankha and Likhita, describes other modes & 
recreations for a young wife which she forbids in case her husband is away frat 
the house. These were not to be played in the highways and also not in 
house. Those recreations were singing, dancing, seeing pictures, pleasut 
gardens, ball play and the like. Singing was a popular source of recreation amon 
common people and royal personage. Princesses and viilage maids alike use 
to amuse themselves by oscillating in fresh, cool and fragrant air. Men were ne 
left behind in such a colourful sport. Hemacharya has vividly described 
singing scene which took place in the Ashokarama of the king. Sharing th 
same plank, each couple, without hesitation was singing. Women were in fu 
spirit. With the oscillation their Nupuras were tinckling. Whenever the 
touched the Ashoka tree with their feet, the latter bloosomed. (Kumarapali 
charit 3: 19-25). By the passage of time, such innocent way of recreation wi 
intruded by corruption and became a source of provoking passion in the hear 
or both the sexes as is evident from the description in Yashastilaka (1:596). j 


Taming animals as pets was also popular. We come across a reference € 
sale of mice and fish juice for feeding tenderly the kittens’ In KSS Rishi Marid 
had tamed a parrot which was caught later on by a nishada.® There was a wis 
male patrot tamed by king Vikrama Kesari and a wise female parrot by h 
queen Chandraprabha of Pataliputtra.1°King Amaradatta of Ayodhya presente 
tamed creatures to prince Mriganikadatta at the time of latter’s marriage.11 


Singing and dancing for the sake of amusement were also popular. |] 
Kashmir, performance was the profession of Dombas in which they had acquire 
excellence. Due to this skill only a domba girl Hansi was raised to the rap 
of chief qneen.* *Similarly Jayamati, adopted by a dancing girl of the family¢ 
female dancer Kanasharati, was destined to become chief queen of Uccala, th 
the king of Kashmir! * It was King Kalasha who introduced into Kashmi 
according to Kalhana, the taste for choral songs (Upanigagita) and a caref 
selection of female dancers, as customary in other lands.7 King Harsha ¢ 
Kashmir himself composed songs, full of pathos, about which the Kashmiriaf 
chronicler, with much admiration relates, ‘“‘Even to this day if one of the sony 
which he composed for the voice is sung, tears roll on the eye lashes even of h 
enemies.!4’’ The dancing girls were not despised but were sometimes eye 
received into honseholds as wedded wives. The. practice of gandharwa art wi 
also taken up by men. According to Avadanakalpalata, prince Kavi Kuman 
along with a troupe entered into the city of Kampilya in the garb of a danc 


| 
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where his co-uterine brother Lolamantra the lustful kiug, had been | ruling. The 
latter was so much amused with the dance of Kavi Kumar that he invited him 
in his private chambers. Kavi Kumara, the garbed dancer killed Lolamantra at 
the spot and proclaimed himself a King.15We read in Merutungacharya’s Praba- 
ndha Chintamani that King Kumarapala, being pleased by the skill shown by 
Sangitacharya Solaka in music which had got a wonderful melody of enchantment 
gave him 116 drammas.1°¢ 


Kashmirians revered the Natya Shastra of Bharat Muni. K alhana himself 
appears to be aware of the precepts of the sage on dancing and singing.!7In 
Kashmir there were theatre-halls fitted with leather cushioned couches which 
were probably meant for the rich people whereas common people were to enjoy 
the theatrical performances by sitting under open sky when they were sometimes 
disturbed by rains and had to disperse in all directions.?8In theatrical perform- 
ances, ladies also used to take pait as is evident from a reference in Vikrman- 
kadevacharit where poet Bilhana of Kashmir praises the women of his native land 
for their cleverness in acting.1‘ Kings of Kashmir were great lover of music and 
dancing. The performances took place in the illuminating assembly halls in 
royal place.?° It is said of Harsh that he taught in person the dancing girls the 
art of acting.2 At the auspicions occasions, women folk used to dance and sing 
folksongss. At the time of the birth of Naravahanadatta, ladies belonging to 
the neighbouring chieftains came in accompanied with dancing girls.? ?Similarly 
on the occasion of his marriage his would-be-mother-in-law Kalingasena, along 
with his mother and step mother Vasavadatta and Padmavati, danced for joy 
like the three powers of a king minted together. 7 3 Naravahanadatta himself perfe- 
cted his wife Madanamanchuka in dancing and other accomplishments, giving her 
lessons in a concert hall that stood in the garden.2 We hear of a minister well 
versed in dancing and playing on lyre, Who was requested bya king to teach 
his queen to play on lyre.25 Also a teacher hailing from Madhya desha, skilled 
+n music and dancing was made the instructor 10 dancing of the ladies of the 
harem.2 °We have the performance of dance of Princess Hansavati dancing before 
her father to the music of a great tabor, looking like a ctceper of the tree of 
love agitated by the wind of youth, shaking her ornaments like flowers curving 
her limbs like shoot.27And also ofa_ gitl who played ODO the lyre, singing 
skillfully to it with rapt devotion, following the Southern style in respect of notes, 
time and words.28 
Drinking Parties (Panagoshthis)— 


Excluding brahmanas and ascetics, for whom drinking was prohibited, 
all sections of the society indulged in drinking intoxicating liquor. Pana Gosht- 
his were held on festive occasions in which ladies were also invited. Intoxication, 
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to a great extent, helped the ladies to tear off the mantle of modesty and cares 
the passionate feelings. Not only the kings and nobles but civilians of humble 
means also enjoyed the bliss of wine drinking. Sometimes the drunkard excee 
ded the limit and died of intoxication. 2 9 


When Narevahanadatta became the king of Vidyadharas, so describes 
KSS, a panagoshthi was held. Banqueting hall was full of goblets made of 
various jewels, strewn with many flowers. It was crowded with jugs full of wine. 
Narayahanadatta, along with his wives and friends, drank the liquor that. snaps 
those fetters of shame that bind the ladies of the harem, the essence of love life, 
the ally of merriment. When the queens began to show signs of intoxication, 
with their contracted eyebrows and were at the verge of querreling, the King 
them to another chamber.?°It is said of king Dharmadhvaja of Ujjaini th 
at the occasion of spring festival, held a panagosh'hi in the royal garden. In that 
party the king quaffed with utter joy the ramnant of the wine left by his queen. 3T 
We also hear of a merchant who indulged himself in drinking with a lady 
Anaangaprabha, who was merry with all the wantoness of wine.22

Spring festival was celebrated with much delight. Gardens used tg 
become the spot of merriment.3% Both the rich and the POOr Waited fo; this 
festival eagerly. Describing the occasion Somadeva says that? as time 
the lion of spring came to that place, slaying the elephant of wj 
sported in the wood, with luxuriant clusters of flowers for m 
buds for claws.

The game of gambling, notorious for converting its devotees from 4q 
millionaire to a panper and vice versa with moment, unfortunately was’ one of 
the much relished game. Moharajaparajaya makes mention of fiv 
it. One was constantly played by the Kings with Only aloincloth in the court. 
yard, another by rich merchants’ sons while third was played by small boys with 
cowries and so on.?5 In Katha-Sarit-Sagar, there are so many stories introducing: 
the readers with the woes and misfortunes, tricks and tactices of the gamblers, 
This game attracted people from all sections and classes of society, Brahmana.36 
Kshattriya and Vaisya®7alike, who, being addicted to their vice, were rapidly 
stripped off their wealth, nay their clothes at the game table. Sometimes whole 
family was affeted. For example one Mukharaka, who was ruined by the vice 
of gambling in early youth, left his home and went off to some other land. His 
mother died of grief on that account and his father, afflicted with two SOTrOwWs, 
abandoned the state of a householder.28 Sometimes the royal families were 
reduced to the position of physical wreckes by this game.3° The losers were 
sometimes punished, mercilessly beaten with the stick, and other instruments 
of tourture.*° We also find4! descriptions of gambling halls where calamity 
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seemed to be continually watching with tumbling dice for rolling eves, like the 
black antelope in colour and saying to themselves, whom shall we seize on 
here ? and the hall full of noise of the altercations of the gamblers, seemed to 
utter the cry ‘who is there whose wealth I could not take away ? 1 could impo- 
verish even Kubera, the lord of Alaka ?*? Sometimes some of the gamblers 
were so expert in playing the tricks of the game that the people of the gambling 
saloon were afraid of them. One such gambler was in Ujiain who was rightly 
named ‘Thinthakarala’ i.e. the terror of the gambling saloon.t% There were 
certain universally accepted rules among gamblers such as if a gambler did not 
object to the dice being thrown, it showed that he agreed to play.*+ Whosoever, 
when invited to gambling says ‘I sit out of the game’ cannot be forced to play. 
This was the universal convention among gamblers *5It is said of gambling that 
whoever knows the art of gambling has treasure in his grasp*+® and also that 
gamblers do not neglect a chance of profit even to their end.+7 Gamblers were 
thought to be a thing of disgrace to the society. No body placed its confidence 
on gambler who in his opinion professed exclusively one science of cheating, 
whose minds were proof against friendship, pity and gratitude for a benefit 
received. Reckless and disregard were of all ties are said to be ingrained in the 


nature of gamblers. +8 


Among the games exclusively enjoyed by kings was hunting. Although 


the teachings of Buddhism, Jainism of non-violence lessened to a great extent 
the merciless killing of wild creatures but kings had but little regard for their 
teachings in this respect. One sage Kanva, entertaining king Chandravaloka 
preaches him, ‘Enjoy the delights of rule, give gifts, diffuse your fame cayouen 
the world; but abandon the vice of hunting, the cruel sport of death. What is 
the profit of that mischievious hunting in which slayer, victim and the horse are 
equally beside themselves 2°42 On the other hand we hear the piece of advice 
of Amaragupta being given to kiug Vikrama Simha, 32) bt you want to show your 
skill in wepons and strength, show it in the forest appropriate field io it and in 
hunting. Since kings are not generally exposed to fatque, hunting 18 appropriate 
to give them exercise and excitement, but warlike expeditions are not recommen- 
ded. Moreover, the malignant wild animals desire | that the earth shoud be 
dispopulated; for this king should slay them.” Oe this eroune, an mae 1S 
approved. 5° Sometimes queen also accompanied kings in t ce unting 
expeditions 1 Dogs were also employed for hunting boar or a hare.°° 


Another mode of recreation in which members of royal family engaged 
themselves was water sport. We hear of king Kanakayarsha ‘f K. S. 5. who 
after roaming for a long time in the spring garden with his wives entered the 
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Godavari to bathe and began the water game. The mind of Kanakavarsha ed 
pleasure in his wives while they displayed the contours of their limbs in th 
splashing game. And in the ardour of the game he splashed one queen will 
water from his palms on her body.5 3 In Gaudavaho Vakapatiraja vividly descent 
bes that the concubines of Yashovarman engaged in water sport. Similar 
Hemacharya describes water sport of his time. Certain damsel was a 
water on her beloved, while some one was scolding her errant husband who Ws 
staring at some other woman. The members of royal family freely mixed wit 
common people and enjoying the game.541In the same Kavya we find the descrij 
tion of Dhara-Guha of Kumarapala which was in the opinion of the poet wa 
excellent.55 


People of means and of loose moral used to visit prostitutes for amus 
ment. Those unfortunate girls, in order to hoard money, used to cast off al 
sense of modesty and used to earn as much by selling their body as they coul 
afford. Procuresses played a vital role in entraping the errand youths. J 
their opinion the household wife loses all by drinking wine and so the. prost 
tutes by following the path of truth. Kshemendra has gone in length in describin 
the arts in which prostitutes were expert. ‘It makes the reader believe that a 
the hateful practices of mankind was thought to be their virtues, their final go; 
was to become a bawd in their old age.5° There were certain prostitutes who ha 
amassed a lot and were not less than a prosperous noble in her belongings.5 
The motto of the harlots of the age was ‘Na Dharmaya na Kamaya vayar 
arthaya nirmitah’.58 Courtezaus of good taste preferred to embrace a corpse t 
a poor man.* 9 


Now coming once again to royal amusement, We finda plan for king 
palace in Samarangana Sutradhara which consists of construction of a theatr 
a music hall,a gymnasium, a dancing hall.and a picture gallery. It shows ths 
the physical exercise and exercises in fine arts have come into the normal routin 
of a King.6° King Someshvare of Deccan, in his encyclopeadic work Manasollast 
provides an exhaustive list of recreations meant for King some of which wer 
military, literary exercises, elephant and horse sports, combatants’ duel, wrestler: 
contests, flight of birds and beasts, hunting, hawking, etc. It is probable. thy 
these sports were also enjoyed in northern India during 11th-12th centuries. 
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An Gverlooked Reference to Subhuticandra, Bhanuji-Dikshita and 
Rayamukuta in the Tibentan Translation of the Amara-kosha

The Sutra-vritti? section of the Bstan-Hgyur contains a Tibetan 
translation of maha-pandita2 Amarasimha’s’  Nama-linga- *nushasana,+ 
which is simply known as the»Amara-kosha.5 This abhidhana-shastra® is 
known to have been translated into Tibetan from the Sanskrit original by the 
Indian maha-pandita? Kirticandra and the Tibetan translators Kirtidh- 
vaja®2 of Yar-luns at Yam-bu[=Svayambhu] in Nepal. This translation is 
said to have been revised by Dharmapalabhadra. 

The colophon to this Tibetan translation of the Amara-kosha (Dharma- 
shala edn., p. 184) records an overlooked reference to Subhuticandra’s?© 
commentary?! named the Kama-dhenu,!2 Shri-Bhanuji-Dikshita’s?? commen- 
tary?4 entitled the Vyakhya-sudhat5 and Rayamukuta [’st6 Pada-chandrika]. 
The translators of the Amara-kohsa derived much help from these commentaries. 

Of these three commentaries Subhuticandra’s Kama-dhenu has been 
translated into Tibetan by Dharmapalabhadra. Subhuticandra has been -cited 


in many works. 
It is interesting to note that the Tibetan translators of the Amara-kosha 


consulted Rayamukuta’s Pada-candrika and, in particular, Bhanuji-Dikshita’s 
Vyakhya-sudha. Bhanuji has criticized Rayamukuta in many places.

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HUMANISTIC PHILOSOPHY OF RABINDRANATH TAGORE 
RITA SINHA 


Kurukshetra 
I. Introduction 


Rabindranath Tagore was a monistic harmonizer. He was profoundly 
influenced by the philosophies of the Vedas and Upanishads He was particularly 
influenced by the concept of indeterminate Brahman ofsome of the Upanishads, 
yet he tried to commune with personal God of some of the Upanishads due to 
his strong inclination towards the bhakti movement which was prevalent in West 
Bengal during his active literary period. He accepted the Upanishadic idea that 
pure consciousness permeates human personality, nature and cosmos. That is 
spirit is the common link between human personality, society and God. 

Tagore was profoundly influenced by the Vedic conception of universal 
culture. According to the Vedas culture is not regional rather it is Cosmopo- 
litan. In the Rig Veda there is a strong injunction that person should assemble 
for a common purpose and confer among themselves with an open mind.1 There 
is possibility of unity in society through unity of purpose amongst its individuals. 
Peace may prevail in the entire human race, ‘f humans work in accordance with 
the spiritual end in view. In Sama Veda there is a prayer addressed to God so 
that he may bestow peace on human beings all over the World.2 According to 
Sama Veda peace which is bestowed by God on all human beings fills their minds 
with devotion towards Him. It frees human beings of their cares and miseries. 3 
In the Sama Veda prayers are also addressed to God for the welfare and peace 
for the entire mankind. 4 


Il. Humanistic Ideal of Tagore 


In Tagore’s world view human personality occupies a central position. 
He has even hinted in one of his poems that he does not wish to have imancipa- 
tion from human existance, rather, he wishes to experience it and enjoy it fully. 
He also wishes that all people, irrespective of their age, sex, creed and belief - 
should have a robust outlook on life and enjoy life in all its aspects. 

Tagors was particularly influenced by the concept of human dignity 
which was emphasized by Shri Chaitanya in west Bengal.Shri Chaitanya denounced 
the evil custom of caste system which was prevalent in India for centuries. He 
initiated a movement in which all members of the Indian society, irrespective of 
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their caste differences could participate freeiy. Tagore was enraptured by the 
humanistic outlook of Shri Chaitanya. 


Tagore was deeply influenced by another cult known as the Baul cult 
which flourished in West Bengal during his period. The Baul cult lays stress on the 
equality of all human beings. It lays stress on love and fellowship. It believes that 
all human beings are like children of God and_ therefore. they have the liberty 
to worship God without taking the assistance of priests of the Brahmin caste. the 
Bauls have a very cosmopolitan outlook on life. That js why Hindus as well as 
Muslims can freely Participate in the Baul celebrations and dance dramas. 

Tagore laid stress on harmony between one individual and another, one 


society and another and mankind and nature. In his view a master plan permeates 


the universe, nature and human society. This idea was already couched in the 


Vedas in the form of metaphorical concept of rita. the Vedic conception of rita 
connotes world order, social order and moral order. In sum, Tagore believed 
that human unity on the global scale must have a spiritual basis. 

Ill. 





Tagore’s Synthesis between Nationalism and Cosmopolitanism. 


Tagore was a passtonate lover of Indian culture.He believed that Indian 
culture must retain its uAiquenss despite its integration with the values ani norms 
of other cultures. He was, therefore, deeply agonized when he found that the 
people of India were subjected to humiliation by foreign rulers. He renounced his 
knighthood in protest when the British rulers shot down hundreds of innocent 
patriot in Jalianwala Bagh. He urged that Indians should fight for their political 


freedom through collective effort. Freedom, in his view is the essential conditiog 
for the development of strong nationalisms 


Nevertheless, Tagore believed that nationalism ought not to lead to 
isolationism. He strongly believed in the cultural context between nations. He was 


of the opinion that cultural co-operation between nations can take place through 
mutual uuderstanding. 





* Tagore maintained that nation states ought to contribute their distinctive 
shares to the world history which aims at human unity on the global scale.His view 
is very much similar to that of Hegel who said that national histories ought to 
merge into world history. The merging of national histories is the ethical 
aim of mankind. Tagore inhis poctic vision said that people of the various 
nations are like children who play in the sea shore of infinity. 


IV. Expansion of Conciousness as the basis of Humanism 


Tagore accepted the Upanishadic doctrine of the atman. In his View 
atman Or pure consciousness is at the basis of human personality. It is capable 


of expanding and merging itself with cosmic consciousness which is known as 
‘Brahman’. 
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It is desirable, therefore, that every individual ought to raise his cons- 
ciousness from its lower to its higher plane. An individual can raise his 
consciousness from lower to higher plane through his aesthetic consciousness, 
moral vision and cosmopolitan outlook. They can get over their esoism 
and narrowness through expansion of consciousness. In Tagore’s view individuals 
in a society come close to one another and get integrated into a harmonious 
community through their expanded consciousness.” | 

In Tagore’s view people all over the world can be knit together on the 
basis of certain commonly accepted moral and rational principles. In his opinion 
irrationality separates people but rationality brings them together. He hoped,’ 
therefore, that unity of mankind is possible through spread of liberal education 
on the global scale. However, he hoped that liberal education must have its 
moorings with its cultural and moral traditions. He writes, “Man’s world is a 
moral World, not because we blindly agree to believe 1t, but because itis so in 
truth which would be dangerous for us to ignore.’’® 

Tagore in his poetic vision believed that God is not above and beyond 
human society rather he permeates the entire seciety in the form of divine spirit. 
The divine spirit may be found in every aspect of nature and society. The 
realization of the divine in man constitutes the bases of Tagor’s religion of man. 
He writes, ‘My religion is the religion of man in Which the Infinite is defined in 
humanity.’’® 

Tagore believed that every individual be transformed into a super man 
through his participation in the divine plan in the universe. In this sense Tagore 
anticipated Shri Aurobindo’s conception of the race of super ei which is likely 
to emerge in future. In brief, Tagore’s humanism has a religious overtone. 
Naravane writes, ‘‘Tagore’s humanism glorifies man as the crown of creation, 
But even this is only the lower stage of humanism. Tagore does not rest content 
merely with showing man’s paramount status in the scale of creation. He takes 

Tagore had faith ia the multi- dimensional aspect of human personality. 
In his view an individual has the potentialities of growing into creative artist with 
decp moral vision and religious outlook. Cohesion cae be established in human 
society if individuals discard their narrow individualism and nurture their cosmo- 
politan outlook. Fellow feeling is likely to increase amongst the people all over 
the world if they nurture and develop artistic, ethical and intellectual potentialiti- 
es. God can participate with human beings if such arefined society is brought 


into existence on the global scale. Tagore aptly writes, “I send my salutations to 
the God of humanity.” tt f 


In sum, Tagore had poet’s Vision of humanism. He 
believed that every individual has within him the potentiality of goodness, 
aesthetic sense and intellectual acumen. He can, therefore, if he so wishes, discard 
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his narrow individuality and grow intoa complete person with multifaceted 
creative potentiality.

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EXCAVATIONS AT HULASKHERA 
V. K. Tiwari 


Lucknow 


Hulaskhera (Lat. 26.9415 N and Long. 81.91’E) lies ata distance 
of 28 kms. east of Lucknow and 6 kms. east of Mohanlalganj, a tehsil headquarter 
of Lucknow District, on Lucknow-Raibareilly highway. The ancient site is 
located to the north-east of Hulaskhera Village, in the centre of a natural lake, 
locally known as ‘‘Karela Jheel’’ which incidently serves the purpose of deep 
moat around the ancient settlement. The lake is watered by the Sai river from 
the south-west, by the Bakh in the west and by Loni from the east. The site 
turns into an island during the rainy season. 

The site covers an area of about eighty acres ofland. The mound 
rises about six meters in height from the surrounding level. The central and 
the eastern parts of the mound are comparatively more elevated than the north 
western side, which is under cultivation at present. The netural soil is found to 
be composed of compact Kankar layer formed due to the continous accumulation 
of water in the area. 

In the north eastern part of the mound there is a temple of Kaleshwari 
Devi. Though, the present temple, seems to be not very ancient but the idols 
enshrined init, are considerable old. A _ terracotta mother goddess figure of 
this place was taken to State Museum Lucknow some years back. Another such 
figure, which is partly damaged is still kept under a tree near the temple. The 
temple and the said terracotta figure are under worship and a fair is held there 
on every Monday and Friday in the months of June and July every year. There 
are two ancient wells of bricks, one is very near the said temple and the other 
a few yards north of it, both are under the use and are assignable to Kushan 


period. . 
The ancient site of Hulaskhera was discovred long back by S. B. 


singh of the Archaeological Survey of India? and was selected for trial 
excavations by the State Department of Archaeology, Uttar Pradesh, during the 
year 1978-79.3 They are still continued. With a view ascertaining the cultural 
sequence of the site, a trench of 10x10 m. square sub devided into four quardrants 
was laid in the north-western part of the mound. Two quardrants were completely 
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excavated and the remaining two were only partially excavated, owing to the — 
occurence of different structural phases. The netural soil was struck at a depth 
of 4.25 metres below the surface. The vertical cuttings revealed that the site 

é was occupied about in the begining of the 7th Century B. C. to Circa 7th Century 
A. D. devidble into three culturnal periods. 4 


Period-I Circa 700 B. C. to 300 B. C. 


The main ceramic industries of this period are Black Slipped, 
Black and red, northern Black Polished and plain grey wares. The lowest deposit 
of 80 cm. is represented by the Black Slipped, Black and Red and Plain Grey 
wates. The Northern Black Polished ware appears to be introduced during the 
later phase of this period. The distinctive forms in Black Slipped ware consist 
of bowls with convex sides and featureless rims. Some of the sherds also show 
light carinations on the shoulders. Dishes with convex sides and sagger base 
and lids with flared sides and nail-headed rims, having deep grooves on the top 
are worth mentioning. The Black and Red ware was represented mostly by 
miniature vases with shapeless splayed out rims and concave neck. The Import. 
ant shapes in the Nortnern Black Polished ware are dishes with convex sides, 
flat base and featureless rims, straight sided bowls with slightly averted rims. 
The common shapés in red ware included dishes with nail headed rims, broad- 
mouthed vases with collared undercut rims, very short peck and audimentary 
, grooves on its shoulders, high concave nicked water vessels, miniature Pots, 
basins, storage jars, inverted platter type lids, perforted vases with small legs 
underneath. A few decorated pot sherds were also found in red ware, having g 

row of incised triangles and appliques chord designs. 





The stratigraphical position fo Black slipped ware is somewhat conspicuous. At 
Bateshwar and KhaluaS in district Agra, Kausambi in district Allahabed, Kannay j 
in district Farukhabad, Alamgirpur,® Hastinapur® & Kaseri1°© in district Meeruy 
and Hulas12 in district Saharanpur this ware has been found in association With 
the painted Grey ware, while at Jakhera12 in district Etah and at pariar?3 jy, 
district Unnao, this warebas deen found ina period earlier rhan the painteg 
Grey Ware. At Koldihwa1é in district Allahabad this ware is reported to occur in 
the chaleoli thic phase. At Rajghat,15 Sarai Mohana,!6 prahaladpur 37 if the

association the P. G. W. 
B. B. Lal who first noticed this ware at Hastinapur, odserved that the 


ware represents a stage when people were experimenting with the manufacture of

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N. B. P.22 ware where-as T. N Roy and A. K. Narain?3 find not only the gene- 
ral resemblance detween the shapes and paintings of Black slipped ware and the 
painted gray ware but they propose the possibility that the Black slipped ware 
might be precursor of P.G.W. and thus it might have influenced the manufacture 
of P, G.-W. : y 


However, the pre-N. B. P. context, appears to be some what reason- 
able. At Sringaverpur in Allahabad district where this were has been found 
in traditional association with B & Rit has been arsigned to a period ranging from 
circa 950 to 700 B.C. by the excavator but at Prahaladpur in district Varanasi a 
period from circa 700 to 500 B. C. has been assigned by the excavator. 


~ 


No structure has been encountered during this period probably bes 
cause of the area--limitations. Amongst notable finds, mention may be made 
of tanged arrow heads, awls made of bone, beads of semi precious stones and 
7. C., fragmentary bangles of shell and bone, copper ring and fragments of 
T. C. animal figurines. It is important to note that no iron. object was found in 
the first phase and only a single unidenified object of iron has been found in the 
second phase. This shows that the first phase of Hulaskhera is preiron phase and 
thus pre - P. G. W. phase arid on this basin the date of Hulaskhera could prob- 
ably go to a little earlier than what has bean assigned by the excavator. 


PERIOD--II Circa 100 B. C. to 200 A. D. 


This period is assignable to sunga--kushan phase and is characteriscd 
by the occurance of red ware ranging from medium to coarse fabric. Although the 
ceramic industries of the preceeding period ceased to occur in this period but 
some of the ceramic shapes like high neck water vases storage jare, lipped bowls 
and inverted platter type lids of the previous period did occur in this period in the 
red ware. Besides this some new shapes like inkpot type lids, flatbased incurved 
rimmed bowls, makaramukha or tortorsimouthed spouted vases were also intro- 
duced during this period. The pots were decorated by stamping with the potter’s 
stamps bearing Nadiyavarta, an auspicious symbol and leaf designs. 


Three successive stractural phase were encountered during this period. 
In the first structural phase the houses were oriented in the east-west and north- 
south directions. The burnt bricks used in the buildings normally measure 
43x25x7 cms. Vhe bricks are embeaded in the mud mortar with lower four 
courses in header and the upper courses in the stretcher position. The foundation 
trenches were found very shallow. A bed of compact earth measuring about five 
centimetres thick used to be spread below the lowest course. The floors inside 
the houses were generally made of brick--jelly plastered with the fine mud-mortar 
probably mixed with dung and husk. 
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. Among the most important discoveries of the structural remains of 
this petiod was the discovery of a Road or ‘*Rajpath’’ (Plate No. III) datable to 
-Kushan period. - It is 9-80 meters in width and runs in the north-south direction 
across the lake. Tiil date it has been uncovered upto 120 meters in length. It js 
: interesting to note that no bridge was made for crossing the lake, instead double 
box pattern w as adopted. In this System two side walls and one central wall } 
| Measuring respectively 65 cms. and 40 cms. in width were erected. At the inter 
vals of 2-30 merers to 3-00 meters to 3-00 meters crosswalls were provided. All 
| the boxes were filled with the compact blackish clay taken from the lake. The 
surface of the road was made of brick nodules mixed with earth. The doubh 
rectangular boxes were intended apparently to hold the dumped clay in position 


and prevent it from being washed away by water. The walls of the boxes and the 


i central wall of the Toad are built in ladder while the side walls are in ladder 
. stretcher masonary bond. The burnt bricks used in the road side are of three 


different sizes viz. 39x 23x 6,5 cms., 37X22x6 cms. and 35x 225 cms. The 
maximum height of the wall of 1.20 meters consisting of about 12 courses was 
noticed at the lake Side. The said road in the south across the lake stretches 
brick temple of kushan period. This was partially excavated during 1981-82. A 
Ekmukha Shivalinga of kushhan Period was found here by the villagers of Hulas- 
khera which they have installed in a modern temple inside the village.

The trefoil hair are beautified by three 
ctest jwels. The right eye is of the form of a petal enclosed. by deep lines anq 
show pupil, indicated by round hole but the left eye is of diamondshape.
